Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 7.~—[Special.J— 
Pennsylvania and Philadelphia were swept 
by the reform forces today. The Penrose 
gang suffered an overwhelming defeat in 
both city and state, which means its disrup- 
tion as a political power. 

In Philadelphia the city party rolled up a 
plurality of 75,000 against the republican ma- 
chine ticket. William H. Berry, democrat, 
was elected state treasurer over J. L. Plum- 
mer, Organization republican, by a plurality 
of from 75,000 to 100,000, 

It was distinctly an anti-boss fight, and 
the bosses have been overthrown. The 
gang absolutely has controlled both the city 
and state from the time Matthew Quay first 
showed his master Hand in politics. His 
mantle, which fell to Senator Penrose, and 
which now trails in the dust, has been the 
insignia of despotism. 


Personal Victory for Weaver. 


It was Mayor Weaver who first broke with 
the autocracy, and under his leadership and 
brilliant cdmpaign the people have awak- 
ened from their apathy and have shown abil- 
ity to think for themselves. 

And it was a clean election, at least in 
Philadelphia. The mayor’s police force was 
everywhere, stationed within each polling 
place. Frauds were made impossible. It 
was, it is said, the first honest expression 
of opinion which the city has had for a half 
century. The result was inevitable. 

Illegal voting was reduced to a minimum. 
Fifty thousand fraudulent names had been 
cleared from the poll books before the voting 
began. Repeating, roughing, ballot box stuff- 
ing, and ether tactics of the desperate gang- 
aters were met with a strong hand by the 
police, reinforcéd by 506 speciais; comprising 
football players and other husky citizens fully 
capable of handling the situation. 


Fraud Reduced to Minimum. 
In this way the bogus vote was reduced in 


j such a manner as to draw tears from the old 


ring politicians and rounders. This bogus 
vote, it is believed, did not reach 10.000—a 
remarkable fact in a Philadelphia election.

They came in, some 
of them tn dress suits, from the theaters. 

The Hearst lawyers announced that they

his eye gouged out. 

According to John McAvoy of the Hearst 
law committee in the Second election district 
of the Sixth Assembly district the inerec- 
tors had counted ballots that were not 
marked at all. 

Thrown from Polling Places. 

Frank Hahn and Thomas Egan protested 
and made affidavits that they were thrown 
out of the place. Men were bringing similar 
reports from the Fourteenth Gistrict. 

“They bought up our captaine in all parts 
of the city,” said Mr. Ihmsen, “and we 
have been busy filling their placee all day.” 

Mr. Hearst's newspaper, the American, has 
a headline across the top of the page, “ W. 
R. Hearst Elected Mayor.” This is followed 
by a statement that the election was carried 
by fraud and will be contested. 


Proof of Police Plot. 

Charies A. Walsh and A. M. Lawrence of 
the law committee said that they had gone to 
Commissioner McAdoo this afternoon and in- 
formed him that a-police official had told them 
that a certain Inspector was in collusion with 
Tammany and at the closing hours of the 
polling places would see that the men sta- 
tioned at the-polls would not interfere in 
anything that happened. They said: 

“ We laid before Mr. McAdoo absolute evi- 
dence we had that a plot existed to intimidate 
voters for Jerome and Hearst in the last two 
hours in the Second, Sixth, and Tenth dis- 
tricts. Mr. McAdoo replied by saying the 
bumblest voter would have protection.

At midnight the state superintendent of 
elections gave out a statement in which he 
said that the number of fraudulent votes 
cast was greater than in any two recent 
years. He said that the fraud this year took 
on the phase of voting on reputable persons’ 
names and that this kind of fraud was ex- 
tensive, but that he could make public no 
estimate of its extent until tomorrow. 


Proof in Jerome’s Hands. 

According to the Tribune, Hearst's fraud 
charges are supplemented by Supporters of 
Jerome. Definite charges that official counts 
of votes in the Sixth and Highteenth assem- 
bly districts had been withheld were made 
at Jerome’s headquarters. 

Assistant District Attorney Rand, with sevV- 
eral attachés of the district attorney's office, 
went post haste to the Sixth and Eighteenth 
districts, and found that ballots that had 
been counted at 6 o’clock had not been offi- 
clally reported. Assistant District Attorney 
Dennison was sent to police headquarters to 
get aid from Commissioner McAdoo. The 
Jerome men say that the most flagrant frauds 
have been perpetrated to try to accomplish 
the defeat of Jerome. 


McClellan Renews Pledge. 

Mayor McClellan, upon learning that he 
had been re#lected, issued the following 
statement: 

“ The result of the election shows me more 
plainly than ever my duty to the people. 
With God's help I will discharge it to- the 
best of my ability. I shal! keep every prom- 
ise made before election.” 


Tammany Loses Control. 

The board of aldermen has Passed out of 
Tammany or democratic hands, the repub- 
licans and municipal Ownership men con- 
trolling it by a large majority. It has been 
threatened that the legislature will restore 
to the board the power over franchises, which 
was taken away last winter and conferred 
solely on the board of estimate. 

The change in the board of aldermen was 
effected through a combination of the Hearst 
and Odell forces on candidates for aldermen 
and assembly. A further result of this dea} 
is the gain of nine republican assemblymen 
in this city.

Hearst’s Remarkable Campaign. 
Though the showing of Hearst was not sur- 
prising to those who have made a close study 
of the situation, it is nevertheless one of the 


most remarkable things in the history of . 


elections. 


Going into the campaign after attempts at 


fusion of the republicans, Citizens’ union, and 
Municipal Ownership league hed proved ut- 
terly fruitless, and McClellan seemed to have 
a walkover, the Hearst people began a vigor- 
ous and spectacuiar campaign which raised 


the canvass from downright apathy and dead- 


ness to one of almost frenzy. 
Striking Feat in Politics. 


That such a showing could be made againat ' 


the most perfect political machine in the 
world, intrenched with the power of a rich 
patronage and led by a personally attractive 
candidate for mayor, with a fair record of ad- 
ministration, by a man who had never before 
taken the stump, was an indifferent public 
speaker, and had practically no organization, 
is, whatever one may think of his personal- 
ity, one of the most striking feats in Amer- 
ican politics. 

To be sure, Mr. Hearst's personality is not 
wholly responsible for the overturn, but 
Mr. McClellan's personality is undoubtedly 
responsible for his election. His individual] 
popularity was clearly what prevented the 
protest against Leader Murphy and Tamma- 
ny from going far enough to defeat him. 


Secret of Hearst’s Strength. 

The secret of the Hearst strength is not 
hard to tind. Primarily, it is due to the deep 
feeling of the entire public caused by recent 
revelations In government scandals, in finan- 
cial swindles, and in insurance rottenneas, 
that they were being exploited and robbed, 
and they were ready to trust some one who 
professed to have a panacea for all these 
evils. 

Voice of Organized Labor. 

But In addition to these, and having an en- 
tirely local bearing, fs the fact that Mr. 
Hearst’s papers have consistently cham- 
pioned the cause, not only of all organized 
labor but of every large body of men who 
had a grievance. 

They made a fight for the three platoon sys- 
tem for the police, they advocated the claims 
of the letter carriers for shorter hours, they 
were ever on the side of the street railway 
employés, and they were vaHant and un- 
ceasing in demanding the redress of wrongs 
against the Jews, who form eo large a part of 
New York’s population. So it is not at alj 
unusual for these people to turn to him as 
their friend. 


Ivins Humor in Campaign.

A reporter suggested that Mr. Ivins might 
have better luck next time. 

“QO, four years is a good long time,” said 
Mr, Ivins. ‘1 don’t want to wait that long 
for some fun. I think I'll begin to have some 
fun in municipal affairs long before that 
time. 1 really think it won't be long before 
it begins.”

Frantic Crowds of Admirers Assemble 
at the Gilsey House to Cheer 
the District Attorney. 


New York, Nov. 8, 3 a. m.—[Special.]—The 
scenes in and about the Gilsey house from 


10 o'clock last evening until 1 o’clock this |

“ Abraham Lincoln,” he said, “ said for us 
‘right makes might; let all of us do our duty 
as we understand it.” He gave ag one ques- 
tion, our Iseue forty-five yearsago. We have 
fought that issue. The votes may be counted 
—it has been a clean cut fight and a good 
fight—the people’s fight, ont mine,” 

The crowd faded away, urged by the police. 
But more crowds followed. At 1 o'clock 
Assistant District Attorney Rand dragged 
Mr. Jerome to the stairway again. 
time the speech was even briefer. 

‘‘No one knows that it is not William 
Travers Jerome inat you are cheering. 
{[Cheers.}] If it be true, as it seems to be, 
that you have given me your trust again I 
promise you that I will serve you with the 
best service that is in me.”’ 

‘*‘I don't know what to say except that I 
have a feeling of intense gratitude for the 
extreme kindness you have shown me in 80 
many ways. It has been a clean fight. It 
has been a fight for the broadest principles, 
and it is the people—you—who have made it, 
And you may be sure that it has been felt 
all over the country and that the end of it 
ja not yet. 

Battle for a Principle. 

“ What the sight of you and the thought 
of what has just happened bring home to 
me more strongly than anything else is a 
feeling of deep responsibility. Not for one 
moment: must: we forget that this has been 
a fight not for office but for a principle. 

“and it.ls because the ‘people have recog- 
nised this principle and risen in support of 
it that we have won. Even if the hope of 
victory that is ours should fail us, the labor 
of this campaign will not be lost. 

“It will bring home to the politicians, to 
the bosses, and to the boss ridden conven- 
tions a lesson that nobody here will live to 
see forgotten.”

Jones, a printer, reached here tonight with 
the information that the office of the Tri-City 
Advocate of Madison, Ill., which had sup-

ANNOUNCES RETIREMENT FROM 
POLITICS AFTER LANDSLIDE. 


BOTH SIDES CLAIM 
VICTORY IN OHIO. 


Overwhelming Defeat of Gang in Cin- 
cinnati Is Kueockout Blow to tne | 
City’s Dictator — Issues Statement 
Declaring That Hereafitcr His Only 
Connection with Game Will Be to 
Cast His Vote for Party’s Candi-. 
date—Sketch of Career. elev 


Cincinnati, O., Nov. 7.—[Spectial.]—‘' Boss ” 
George B. Cox, the republican leader of Cin- 
cinnatiand Hamilton county, was repudiated. 
by the people of this city today by 12,000 votes, 
one of the largest pluralities ever rolled up 
against a set of candidates in this section'of 
Ohio. Tonight he announced his retirement 
from politics for good. 

The factors that have contributed to the 
Waterloo of “ Boss” Cox are the strenuous 
fights that have been made against ‘ boss- 
ism,’* municipal corruption, and graft. Sec- 
retary of War Taft's famous speech at Akron 
induced thousands of republicans to vote 
against the gang. The extravagance which 
has been openly displayed by some of Cox’s 
lieutenants had a deep effect. 


Defeated Boss Quits the Game. 

For several days past Cox has been aware 
of his approaching doom, and within one 
hour after the close of the polls issued the 
following statement: 

‘“‘Now that the election is over and the 
people have signified their preference for 
city, county, and state officials—and I sin- 
cerely trust they have selected wisely~I wish 
to announce tu the public that from this 
day, after twenty-five years of active service 
in the ranks of the republican party, my per- 
sonal activity in politics shuil cease. 

‘*I will continue to vote the republican 
ticket, but others must bear the burden of | 
future campaigns. To the local republican | 
organization and the many friends that have | 
stood with us in the past I tender my mest ! 
grateful thanks for their unswerving loy- | 
alty and support. I hope for their future ; 
good will. ! GEeorGE.B. Cox.” 


Evolution of Boss Cox. 

George Barnesdale Cox, for more than 
twenty years was “ boss "’ and political pro- | 
prietor of Cincinnati. In the greater part of | 
this time he was a dominant factor in Ohio, 
and a powerful influence in national repub- 
lican politics. : 

**Boss”’ Cox began as a cdaheice: devel- | 
oped into a saloonkeeper and maker of gov- 
ernors, and now is a bank president. He ré- 
tires from politics a rich man; in Cincinnati 
bis wealth is placed ct from $2,000,000 to 
$5,000,000. 

Cox received his first political trainig in the 
early "70s, when, as an employé.ofatobacco . 
company, he pedéled in the Washington mar- | 
ket. He mixed in politics in this time and | 
acquired a reputation as a hustler at the polls 
and a “scrapper.” With money which he 
saved he made his début in the saloon busi- | 
ness about this time. He kept a saloon at | 
the corner of Longworth and Central ave- , 
nues for years. It was as a saloonkeeper | 
that he organized the ward in wh'ch he lived, 
precinct by precinct, until he succeeded in | 
winning a seat in the city council. This ; 
marked the beginning of his political career. 


Machine Once Overthrown. 

In 1897 Cox’s machine was overthrown. One 
of his henchmen was found to have been loot- | 
ing the treasury for years. Cox went on his 
bond and stated under oath that he was worth . 
$400,000 

He was out of power in the city, but re- | 
tained hie grip on the county until 1900, when 
he was returned to power by the election of 
a republican city ticket. 

In 1900 Cox was a delegate at large to the 
national republican convention at Philadel- 
phia. He was elected a member of the na- 
tional committee from Ohio, but resigned 
shortly afterward and was succeeded by Gov. 


Herrick.

SHOT IN QUEER ACCIDENT. 


POLICEMAN WOUNDED BY REVOL- 
VER IN COMRADE’S POCKET. 


As Patrolman Adlam Trips and Falls 
on Sidewalk His Weapon Is Dis- 
charged and Bullet Enters the Ab- 
domen of Jacob Sebastian, a Broth- 
er Officer—Crowd in the Street Be- 
comes Excited, Believing Attempt 
Had Been Made to Murder. 


While carrying election reports to the city 
hall last evening Jacob Sebastian, a police- 
man from the Cragin station, was the victim 
of a peculiar shooting accident.

Both policemen were bringing reports to the 
election commissioners’ headquarters, and 
the corrid@r and entrance to the city hall 
were crowded with election judges and clerks 
bent on the same mission. Washington 
street also was crowded with people who 
were discussing the election results, 

Policeman Adium stumbled over one of the 
stone steps and in the attempt to save him- 
self wrenched his revolver from his hip 
pocket. The weapon fell on the stone flooring 
and one chamber was discharged. As Se- 
bastian sank to the floor several persons ran 
to his assistance, believing some one had 
tried to kill him. but he promptly excused 
his companion of all blame. Adlum's scalp 
was cut by his fall on the pavement. 

. Jd. J. Davis was called from the Chi- 
cago opera house block. He ordered Se- 
bastian removed to the. hospital as speedily 
as possible. Before he would permit the 
physicians to operate upon him the wounded 
policeman requested that his wife be sent 
for. Sebastian lives at 13848 North Forty- 
eighth avenue and has been on the police 
force twenty-three years. 

According to Dr. Fletcher of the hospital, 
Sebastian owes his life to the fact that he 
wore heavy clothing. The thickness of his 
overcoat and underwear caused the bullet 
to take a circular course instead of a straight 
one.

LOUIS SEBS AN ELECTION. 


ADMIRAL-PRINCE IN BALTIMORE 
DURING HOT CONTEST. 


All Parties Lay Aside issues of Bat- 
tle and Join in a Reception to Vis- 
itor, Which, Unlike That at Wash- 
ington anc Anmnapolis, Is Popular 
Rather than Official in Nature-~ 
Briton Apparently Affected by the 
Cheering Crowds. 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 7.—Cheered by thou- 
sands of people who packed the Garden street 
stai.on half an hour before the arrival of his 
special train from Annapolis this afternoon, 
Rear Admiral Prince Louis of Battenberg 
was welcomed to Baltimore. 

At the close of one of the hardest and 
closest elections ever fought here, republican 
and democrat, “ring” and “ anti-ring,” 
united tonight in entertaining Baltimore's 
distinguished visitor. 

The visit to Baltimore was not on the 
prince’s original program, but the wisdom of 
the change was shown before Admiral Prince 
Louis had been in the city half an hour. He 
was brought face to face with a. typical 


} American city in the throes of an election. 


“T feel as if I really know something about 
your great country now,”’ the prince re- 
marked as he stood in the city hall chatting 
with the mayor and members of the council. 

At a quarter to 5 o'clock the special train 
bringing the admiral prince arrived. From 
the British squadron only his flag HNeutenant, 
Mr. Gerald Somerby, accompanied Prince 
Louis. Both were in frock coat uniforms 
and wore white caps. 

Inside the railway gates were the mayor 
of Baltimore and Col. Thorpe, commanding 
the artillery district of Baltimore, and his 
aid, Capt. Crulkshanks, both in uniform. The 
cheering started as the crowd caught sight 
of the commanding figure of the prince step- 
ping from the rear platform. Cheer after 
cheer was hurled at him as he came through 
the gates and the policemen had some little 
trouble In keeping clear a passageway to 
where carriages were awaiting the party. 

The prince, Mayor Timanus, and Consul 
Fraser entered the first carriage, and Flag 
Lieut. Somerby, Col. Thorpe, and several 
city officials the other carriage. Leading the 
way was the marshal of police and surround- 
ing the prince’s carriage were six mounted 
policemen. As he entered his carriage the 
prince stood for a moment saluting to the 
right and left in acknowledgment of the 
cheers that came from every side. The prince 
was evidently surprised at the demonstra- 
tiveness of the greeting. Annapolis and 
Washington welcomed him officially, but In 
Baltimore the prince was welcomed by the 
populace, or as one of the party remarked 
to the prince: “ You are being greeted by 
the real sovereigns of this country.”’

BURYING DEAD IN ‘ODESSA. 
ODESSA, Nov. 7.—Four hundred and twelve 
_ Jews, victims of the massacres of last week, 
were buried today. A majority of the shops 


longing to Christians. The scenes of grief 
were heartrending and almost indescribable 
as the bodies were placed in trenches, each 
trench containing seventy. Similar funerals 
| will continue for three days. Some 240 of 
the bodies were in such a condition that they 
could not be recognized. 

On each;grave wreaths were placed bear- 
ling the inscription,.‘‘ Martyrs to the faith— 
‘vietims ofthe autocracy.” 

“The mobs completely. devastated, plun- 
‘dered, and burned all’ the Jewish aguses in 
the suburb of Dalnik. ‘In the large villages 
of Severinovka and Anatolievka and the 
towns of Ovidiopol, Maiaki, .Akkerman, 
Ataki, Olviopol, and Winitza many hundred 
persons are reported to have been killed and 
thousands wounded. 

The details of last week’s massacres at 
Odessa are gradually becoming known and 
only serve to add to the horrors. It appears 
that the soldiers slaughtered the defenders 
tof Jewish houses. In one case forty-six 
railway workmen who were defending Jews 
on Frokhorosvkaia street were shot. 

At the Jewish Agricultural school the riot- 
ers firat secured a large sum of money from 
the principal as a guarantee of his safety 
and afterwards returned and demanded 
more. Failing to obtain any more money 
they slaughtered a number of pupils. The 
rest escaped. P 

In another case, under. horrible torture 
rioters farced a rabbi to surrender the key 
of his safe containing $1,100 deposited in 
his keeping and@ then killed the rabbi and 
his wife. 

The town council ahd the newspapers have 
opened collections in behalf of the victims 
‘of last week’s slaughter. The municipality 
headed the list with $12,500 and has estab- 
lished temporary refuges and food kitchens. 

The .losses total many millions, and no 
less than 800 families are ruined. Some 
wealthy merchants have been reduced. to 
poverty.

THREE busrrzss MEN CHARGED 
WITH LEWISTOWN MURDER. 


Or a re te 


Suapected by Pinkertons of Killing 
Samuel Studzinski, Aged Money 
wender, Last August in Cold Blood- 
ed Robbery — Friends of Accused 
Citizens Scout Idea of Their Guilt, 
but Detectives Are Positive of the 
Case. 


Helena, Mont., Nov. 7.—[Special.}—The ar- 
rest of H. Ray Long, Edward W. Taylor, and 
A. J. Heinicke, charged with the murder of 
Samuel Studzinski at Lewistown, this state, 
last August, has created more excitement 
than the news of the murder. 

The accused are prominent in the com- 
munity in which they live. and two of them 
haye been active both in social and business 
circles. Long ané Taylor are both mar- 
ried. The former is foreman of the Montana 
Lumber company at Lewistown, one vf the 
largest lumber concerns in the state. Taylor 
is head salesman for a hardware concern, 
and has taken an active interest in social 
affairs. Heinicke formerly was a printer, but 
recently has been a traveling salesman. 

No murder in recent years in Montana has 
so stirred the people as that of Studzinski. 
It was cold blooded and heartless, and the 
sole object was robbery Studzinski was an 
old man, a hide and pelt buyer and money 
lender. He had no faith in banks and kept 
his property in the house he occupied all 
alone. 

Murderers Known to Victim. 

Investigation after the murder showed that 
some one who knew the old man, and whom 
he knew, had called on him at night. They 
evidently had deceived the old man by telling 
him they wanted to borrow money. He had 
gone to a trunk in which he kept his money 
and pledges, and as he stooped over it with the 
top open he had been struck in the head, the 
p>lood falling into the trunk. 

In the room was found a large knife, a 
curlo, which the old man had picked up on his 
travels. It was covered with blood and wag 
supposed to be the weapon with which the 
murder was committed. Pinned on the breast 
of the qld man was a placard, written in the 
blood of the victim, reading: ‘‘ K. C., No. 17.” 
A similar placard was fastened to the stove. 
The letters were well formed, showing it was 
the work of a good penman. The robbers got 
not less. than §2,000 in cash and a number of 
diamonds. 


Pinkertons Work Up Case. 


The local officers arrested four men, but 
they were discharged, proving they could 
not have committed the.crime. Early in 
September a Pinkerton operator from Spo- 
kane arrived at Lewistown. Who employed 
him is not known, but he is supposed to have 
been sent by the brother of the murdered 
man, a wealthy jeweler at San Francisco. 

On Saturday the superintendent of the 
Spokane office of the Pinkertons arrived in 
Lewistown and the arresis, followed within 
forty-eight hours. Friends of the accused 
scout the-idéa of their guilt, but the detec- 
tives say they have no fear of the outcome 
of the case.

That mass of ig- 
norant conservatives which only thinks of 
killing—the Black Hundred in Moscow—are 
conservatives who are offended by the lib- 
erals getting the upper hand. All through 
the Russian empire authority, as represent- 
ed by the police, Cossacks, and gendarmes, 
is shaken, as I have said, and the forces that 
tend to tear society apart are at work.”’ 


Cannot Depend on Army. 

Mr. Stead added that the army could no 
longer be depended upon. Several officers at 
Helsingfors had sent word to the liberals 
while holding a meeting that they need not be 
afraid, as the troops would not fire. 

‘The liberals,’’ he continued, ‘‘ are unfor- 
tunately holding back from support of the 
crown at a tims when every man who has 
a good coat on his back or a ruble in his 
pocket should stand by the emperor, who hag 
placed himself on the liberal side.

Chicago will have the largest and most 


generously endowed home fér old men in the 
world, in a day when vhe forced idiencss of 
men ie attracting universal attention. 

It will be the “ James C. King home for 
ol4 men,” and it will be made possible by 
a bequest estima:ed at considerably over 
$2,000,000 in ‘the will of Mr. King, who died 
last’ Wednesday. 

Doubte and conjectures concerhing the 
will were set at rest yesterday when it was 
filed for probate... 

After bequeathing $100,000 to his widow, 
$000,000 to other relatives, and $090,000 to 
ei Chicago charitable institutions and to 

spital in Pasadena. the residue of the 
estate is set aside tor the purpose of bulld- 
ing and endowing a home for old men who 
have been unable to provide for themeelves. 

The value of Mr. King’s estate has been 
estimated at $3,500,000. That is the rough 
appraisement made by Mrs, King’s legal 
representatives. The most conservative es- 


timate places ‘the value of the real estate, 


stocks, and bonds—inchuiding a large block of 

Chicago City railway stock—at $3,000,000. 
So there will be availablo, on a reasonable 

calculation, $2,000,000 for the home. 


Byron L. Smith President. 
Byron L. Smith, president of the Northern 
Trust company, is nominated as the first 
presiderit of the home and the trust company 
is named as trustee,

After nominating Mr. Smith as the first 
president. of the home the testator gives 
directions for its incorporation under the 
atate laws by the Northern Trust company, 
as trustee. , 

It is stipulated that after the site is selected 
and the home:erected the remainder of the 
sum available for the home shall be provided 
for its endowment in perpetuity. If this sum 
exceeds the amount required fo? expenses 
the trustees and directors of the home are 
authorized to make any additions or increase 
in the accommodations that their Judgment 
dictates. 


Mrs. King May Contest. 

Mrs. King, In addition to the ,.v0,000 mar- 
riage settlement provided for in the will, re- 
ceived $200,000 during her husband's life- 
time. It has; been said she intends to contest 
the will on the ground that her share is not 
sufficient, considering the agit of - 
estate. 

Mrs. King said last night that the voatter 
was in the hands of her attorney, A. B. Mel- 
ville, and Mr. Melville did not make known 
his intentions, preferring, he said, to wait 
until he had examined the will.

Mayor McClellan has been reélected and 
Mr. Hearst defeated. In one sense the vic- 
tor is the loser and tlie defeated candidate 
is the one who has occasion to tongratulate 
himself. The presidentia] possibilities of 
Mayor McClellan have melted into thin air. 
The man who can barely carry his own city 
with the solid support of Tammany, against 
an impromptu candidate, the leader of mot- 
ley and unorganized forces, is not the man 
whom a national party will select as its 
standard bearer. 

If Mr. Hearst had been elected his ad- 
ministrative capacity would have been put 
to a severe test for more than two years. 
He would have had to travel through all 
manner of dangerous passes before the meet- 
ing of the national convention. To preserve 
his popularity among his supporters he 
would have had to yield to all their demands, 
no matter how extravagant. If he had sat- 
isfied the laboring element fn case of strikes 
he would have alienated trretrievably that 
conservative element which has much to do 
with the making of presidents. Indeed, it 
would have been impossible for him to com- 
ply with all the extravagant demands which 
would have been made by his followers and 
they would have begun deserting him before 
he had been in office six months. 

He has escaped these perils and pitfalls. 
He has shown great personal popularity and 
has become a presidential possibility—a 
Bryan of the east. He has come so-near 
being elected as to gain much reputation and 
incur no responsibility. If anything shall 
go wrong under Mayor McClellan,.. Mr. 
Hearst's friends can say “ everything would 
have been different if our man had been 
elected.” Mr. Hearst certainly is the more 
fortunate of the two. 

The large vote which Mr. Hearst got was 
in part a vote of protest. It was cast by 
men who have no sympathy with his plat- 
form. It was a protest against the bossism 
of Murphy and Odell. He got republican 
as wel] as democratic votes on that account. 
Efe was aided also by the rebellion of those 
who favor a wide open town, or at least a 
town which is not so tightly closed as New 
York has been recently.

SAAS SS 
HOW TO PACIFY POLAND. 

Finland has been pacified by the abandon- 
ment of the attempt to Russianize the peo- 
ple. Polish discontent can be greatly al- 
layed by giving up the effort to convert the 
Poles into Russians. To bring that about 
war was Aleclared on the language of the 
people. All court proceedings were ordered 
to be in Russian. Instruction in the univer- 
sities and common schools was given exclu- 
sively in that language. The use of Polish 
was proscribed. It was made difficult—al- | 
most imposéible—for the people to learn to 
read and speak their mother tongue., The 
Russian government is largely responsible 
for the illiteracy which prevails in the rural 
districts of Poland. 

That government also sought to root out 
the Roman Cathélic religiot. and! force the 
Poles who belonged to it into the Greek 
chureh. It borrowed a leaf from legislation 
concerning Ireland which once stood on the 
English statute books. It forbade the pur- 
chase of land by Roman Catholics and at- | 
tacked their civil as well*as their religious: 
rights. It resorted to intimidation and vio- 
lence to drive men to conform to a creed they 
detested. 

Nearly all the offices, high and low—in 
the courts, the sebools, and the administra- 
tive departments—were given.to Russians, 
Few of them knew Polish, Many of then 
were ignorant and incompetent. Most of 
them felt it their chief duty to suppress 
every vestige of national life in Poland and 
to extort from the people among whom they 
lived all the money they could for them- 
selves. 

The Polish policy of the autocracy has 
failed. It has fnflicted intolerable suffering 
on Poland, but it has not broken the spirit 
of the people. A frank admission of failure 
and the entire abrogation of barbarous and 
ineffectual laws would go far towards re- 
storing peace in Poland, 

There are many Poles who dream of na- 
tional independence. The Polish socialist 
party, a strong organization, makes inde- 
pendence its aim. it contends that no mat- 
ter how great a measure of liberty Russia 
may gain it is better that the connection 
with that country should be dissolved. The 
social democrats and a majority of the land 
holding and educated classes take a more 
practical view of the situation. They know 
that the independencé .of Russian Poland 
would excite the apprehensions of the em- 
peror of Austria and the kaiser, because of 
the effect it would have on their subjects in 
Austrian and Prussian Poland. If those 


subjects were to attempt to form part of a 


reunited and independent Poland they 
would probably fail disastrously. They are 
better off as they are. 

It is the judgment of the most intelligent 
Poles in Russian Poland that independente 
is impossible. They believe that the inter- 
ests of their nationality will be best served 
by remaining attached to Russia and getting 
the benefit of all that is done in the way of 
liberalizing the institutions of the empire. 
There are economic reasons for keeping up 
the connection. If Poland were independ- 
ent, the products of its factories would be 
kept out of -Russia by hostile tariffs. At 
present the Russian market belongs to the 
Polish manufacturers. 

If the laws which proscribe the language 
of the Poles and the religion of.so many 
of them, and which deprive them of par- 
ticipation in the government of their own 
country were abrogated, it would no longer 
be necessary to keep Russian army corps in 
Poland to maintain a semblance of order. 
Poland would be an easily governed coun- 
try. The thought of national independence 
would be cherished by many, but there would 
be no attempts to give substance to the 
thought. 

Justice can’do more than troops to restore 
peace in Poland. The sooner count de 
Witte administers that remedy the sooner 
will peace come.

- Lear,” but who was in reality Mrs. Hattie 
Blackford of Philadelphia. For her sake 
the grand duke, who had inherited none of 
his father’s.brilliant Intellect but only bis 
profiigacy and utter lack of moral sense, 
not only indulged in the most insane extrav- 
agances but actually robbed his mother’s 
jewels and some of the most costly treas- 
ures of the tmperial chapel to give them to 
the woman. He was thereupon arrested, di- 
vested of all his military honors and digni- 
ties, and banished to the wilds of the Cau- 
casus. There he became after a time infat- 
uated with the daughter of a postmaster, 
who was uncer survelliance as a nihilst. It 
was even said that the grand duke himself 

became affillated with the revolutionary 
movement, and it was this, or something of 
the kind, that led Alexander III. to tntern 
him in a remote fortress in central Asia, 
whence he was finally permitted to return 
last year, shattered alike in health and in 
intellect. He is now ling under medical 
care and in the strictest seclusion in the 
Crimea, a complete mental and physical 
wreck.

Although he was the most gifted and bril- 
liantly clever member of the diplomatic serv- 
fee of the United States, she succeeded In 
blinding him to her infamy, in conv’ncing 
him of her innocence, and in inducing him 
to belleve that the charges brought against 
her by the Russian police were sdlely made 
with the object of preventing her from re- 
} Vealing the many f{mportant secrets concern- 
ne the tmpertal family and ccencerning 
Russia's operations tn central Asia. in which 
the grand duke had taken part—confidences 
which she declared that her imperial lover 
had imparted to her. Finally, Fugene 
Schuyler -obtained the concession that, tn 
consideration of her surrender of certain 
jewels and of a quantity of papers belonging 
to the grand duke, she should be permitted to 
leave Russia, Instead of being sent to prison. 
The result of of the affairs, however, was 
that Schuyler’s position became impossible 
at St. Petersburg. His government was 
forced to transfer him, and as it did not alto- 
gether approve of the manner in which he 
had used the Stare and Stripes to shield from 
well deserved punishment a women of such 
infamous character as Fanny Lear, his diplo- 
matic career was virtually ruined.

— The next prince of the reigning house of 
Russia to forfeit his military honors and 
dignities and to incur exile for the sake of a 
woman was Duke Nicholas of Leuchtenberg, 
r grandson of that Prince Eugene de Beau- 
harnals, who was the stepson of the great 
Emperor Napoleon. and his viceroy in Italy. 
Through the marriage of the viceroy's son, 
Maximilian. to Grand Duchess Marie of Rus- 
sia. the weuchtenbergs were raised by her 
father, Nicholas L...to the rank of imperial 
highnesses of Ruseta. Duke Nicholas of 
Leuchtenberg eloped from St. Petersburg 
with the wife of a Russian colonel. She had 
parted from her husband, and was living 
with the chancellorof the empire,.the wicked 
old Prince Gortchakoff, and much of the 
severity which was meted out to Duke Nich- 
olas was prompted by the vengeance of the 
aged but by no means venerable statesman. 
it was only some time afterwards that the 
lady was able to sectre a divorce and thus 
legalize, after a fashion, her relations with 
the duke by a tardy marriage at Paris, 
which had the effect of leg....natizing her 
two boys, who bear the titles of count de 
Beauharnais. 
a 

After that came Grand: Duke Michael 
Michaelowitch, who, again fn deflance of the 
ezar’s commands,. marriéd in the south of 
France Countess Sophie .Merenberg, mor- 
ganatic daughter of the late Prince Nicholas 
of Nassau and of Luxemburg, and grand- 
daughter of Russia's most famous poet, Push- 
kin. It is only two years ago that the pres- 
ent emperor pardoned the grand duke to the 
extent of restoring to him his rank in the 
army, and his civil Hst, at the same time 
sanctioning his marriage as a morganatic al- 
liance, and thus giving it a validity which 
it had not until then enjoyed. The Grand 
duke’s wife bears the title of Countess Torby, 
and her husband is an uncle of the new 
crown princess of Prussia. 

Grand Duke Paul, an wnele of the czar, 
‘married two years ago the divorced wife of 
his former A. D. C., Col. Pistolkors, having 
previously excited the indignation of the en- 
tire imperial family. by presenting her with 
some of the most famous of his dead mother’s 
jewels. He was’ promptly deprived of all 
his military honors and dignities, and ban- 
ished. These honors were restored to him 
at the time of the murder of his brother, 
Grand Duke Sergius, last spring. His wife, 
now Countess of Hohenfelsen, remaina, like 
Countess Torby, excluded from Russia. 

The case of Grand Duke Cyril ts, however, 
more serious. In his case there has been no 
question of a mesalHance, but of a mar- 
riage which is regarded as sacriligious in 
the eyes of the Russian church, which ig 
stricter than any other in its prohibition of 
unions between first cousins. Moreover, the 
divorced grand duchess of Hesse, whom he 
has married in ce_of the czar’s prohibi- 
tion, is virtually-boycotted by every reigning 
house in Europe, even by that of Great

TRAGEDY TO THE JEWS 
IN RUSSIA’S MASSACRE. 


“Chicago Jewish Courier” Reviews a 
Week of Slaughter and Appeals for 
Aid for Homeless and Fatherless. 


The Dally Jewish Courter of Chicago today 
prints the following review of the slaughter 
of Jewish citizene of Russia in the last week 
and appealing for aid for the homeless and 
fatheriegs still alive: 

** Not massacres, which to us has already 
become an ordinary occurrence, were there in 
Russia. Not ‘attacks on Jews were made 
in Odessa, Kisheneff, Kieff, Vilna, and the 
many other cities where Jews reside. With 
such frequency have we heard it that our 
sense of horror has been dulled—deadened 
Not only were Jewish homes devastated. 
Jewish belongings destroyed—and, in reality, 
only some tens of Jews were ‘ killed '—that 
would have been merciful. 

“They were slaughtered—the hapless vic- 
tims were butchered, like sheep. Not indi- 
vidual Jews; hot by ones, not by tens, not by 
hundreds, but thousands of Jews were mur- 
dered—when it was impossible to kil! them off 
fast enough by ones, cannons were brought 
to do the wholesale murder. Nothing less 
would suffice the blood thirsty savage fiends. 

“In Jewish history, where the story of 
*Jewish blood spilt is a common occurrence, 
we find a parallel only in the time of the 
crusades, in the time of Chmelnitzky, when 
entire Jewish communities were destroyed at 
one blow.

“ Kisheneff:—the Jewish Kisheneff exists 
no longer. First the Jews were murdered 
and then the city was burned. 

‘Odessa :—in the Jewish Odessa. lie 10,000 
Jewish men, women, and children, dead or 
wounded. 

* Kieff:—in the Jewish Kieff Jews are shot 
at with cannons—and who can count the dead 
and wounded? 

“Vilna, the Jerusalem of Lithuania, there 
Jews are not beaten—they are brutally torn 
to pieces. 

‘* Many miore such cities are being effaced 
from the map, from the roster of Jewish 
communities, not in one district, not at one 
place. In Lithuania, Poland, Bessarabia, all 
‘white Russia,” flows streams of blood in 
which are swimming the now lifeless forms 
of our fathers, our mothers, and of our chil- 
dren,

“And we Jews in America—do we remain 
passive to the tragedy unfolded before our 
unbelieving gaze? A tragedy in which our 
flesh and blood, our people, are the tragedi- 
ans? We do not accuse you of indifference; | 
we do not believe our hearts impenetrable, 
that we do not feel, suffer for our unfortunate 
brothers across the ocean—their misfortunes 
are ours trebled. 

‘The corpses are ours—our fathers; the 
hungry are ours, our mothers; the crippled 
are ours, our brothers; the outraged are ours 
—our sisters; the emaciated sufferers are 
ours—our children.

‘“ How many Jews have sent for their fam- 
flies from Russia, are now*‘eagerly awaiting 
them—they who may now be lying cold in 
death, wounded or starving in the streets, in | 
the hospitals, and in the graveyards of 
Odessa, Kieff, Warsaw, Vilna, or Kisheneff? 
How many Jews, happy in the prospect of 
returning to ‘free Russia’ to their homes, 
now have none? How many fathers are 
awaiting. with the anguish of a parent's 
heart, letiers from their chiidren—chi-dren 
who will never write again—and how many 
ehildren will now begin saying ‘ Kaddish '—~ 
that heart-rending memorial prayer of the 
Jewish child for his dead parent? How many 
mothers are now asking for bread, and get it 
not; how many of our brothers and sisters are 
now in the streets, homeless? 

“The misfortune, the tragedy, is too great 
to describe. Torrents of words of passion, 
tugging at our overburdened hearts, can find 
no utterance, but choke us back with bitter 
sobs and tears. Only a Jeremiah could mourn 
this destruction—mourn the fate of the dead 
and of the living. 
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“With memorial services, with Kaddish, 
ends our duties to the dead, but the living— 
those who live, suffer, hunger, bear untold 
tortures, agonies—to them we cwe a duty. 
We must heip them, not with protests, not 
pith agitation—the living must have bread to 
appease their hunger and clothing to protect 
their bodies against the cold. 

* For the living, for them, we appeal to you. 
Jews of Chicago, in the name of the hungry, 
suffering, unhappy families in Russia, we ap- 
peal to you. Come tomorrow evening in the 
rooms of the Hebrew Literary institute, 47 
Johneon street, where an organizaticn will be 
perfected to devise means of helping materti- 
aily, of lessening the miséries of the living in 
Russia. 

“Tomorrow evening in the Hebrew Literary 
institute will be gathered those in whom beats 
a true Jewish heart—the heart of compassion 
for a sufferer. Are you one of them? Then 
we await you.”

To some Mr. Maurice Hewlett ts an ac- 
quired taste, and there ts a legend to the 
effect that he himself does not wish to be- 
come “,popular’’ as a writer. So it must 
be with mingled feelings that he sees the 
demand for his books-increasing with each 
new issue. 

Since “ The Forest Lovers” first brought 
him to exiended notice in the reading world 
he has painted on many canvases. Now he 
does something like a Rossetti and again it 
is a vast Gobelin tapestry, while again we 
find him working on something as fine and 
delicate as an Etruscan vase. Like Morris, 
like Rossetti, like Meredith, Hke every real 
artist, he works to please himself, and let 
the public go hang. Sometimes in spite of 
this disdain an artist is really substantially 
rewarded, and signs are not wanting to show 
that a measure of this reward has begun to 
flow in Mr. Hewlett’'s direction. 

One of these signs is the publication by the 
Macmillan company of a special edition de 
luxe of his works, projected for ten volumes, 
the first of which, “ THE FOREST LOV- 
ERS,” has just made its appearance. It is 
a tall, handsome book of fair, clear type, 
and the binding is a delicate olive green 
silk ‘with gold ornamentation. 


Mr. E. V. Lucas, who is widely known as 
an ecitor of Lamb, has written a charming 
book of travel which -he calls “A WAN- 
DERER IN HOLLAND.” (Macmillan com- 
pany.) He describes a leisurely pilgrimage 
through the cities, fields, and canals of that 
country, telling not only what he sees but 
also a great deal of what he hears from tour- 
ists and natives. Incidentally he gives us 
gossip and legend to the heart's conient. 
The galleries are described, and there are 
a great many photogravure reproductions of 
the masterpieces, old and new. Herbert 
Marshall also supplies twenty Colored pic- 
tures which help to make the volume bt-aut‘- 
ful as well as interesting. Next to traveling 
oneself is to have a book of this sort, writ- 
ten by a keenly observant man. 


Of all the clever painting people in this 
country to illustrate Stevenson's ‘‘ CHILD'S 
GARDEN OF VERSES” a happier choice 
could not have been found than Jessie Wil- 
cox Smith, and Charles Scribner's Sons are 
to be congratulated upon getting her to do 
the work.

The new book isa handsome quarto, 
beautifully printed, and the artist, besides 
the twelve full page color prints, has sup- 
plied many black and white drawings, deco- 
rations, a handsome tiluminated cover, and 
colored end papers. Happy is the child who 
possesses the “* Verses ’’ in such appropriate 
setting. 


A choice little book is “THE FLYING 
LESSON," the same being the translation 
by Miss Agnes Tobin of ten sonnets, two 
canzoni, a ballata, and a double sestina of 
Petrarch’s. An interesting frontispiece has 
been designed by Walter H. Pritchard. (Will- 
lam Heinemann, London, publisher.)

Her lines are mellifluous, her meaning clear, 
and the reader has pleasure in reading what 
she has done.

“False Insinuations,” Says Stagg. 

“The paper undoubtedly had a good mo- 
tive in projecting the series on athletics In 
the middle west,’’ said Stagg yesterday, 
‘but the article which has just appeared 
has 80 many false statements and insinua- 
tions about certain players and in regard 
to the condition of affairs at the University 
of Chicago that I feel it merits a reply. 

“In the process of. getting material the 
writer depended largely on the words and 
suspicions and rumors of rivals and enemies. 
It was stated to me personally by a man who 
was interested in the article, when IL objected 
to the several statements as being false, that 
it was not the question of truth of such state- 
ments which they wanted to bring out, but 
whether certain men said such and such 


things. In consequence the writer has freely. 


used the suspicions and words of garrulous 
rivals to prove his case. In the literary 
structure of his article, the effort is always 
made to have the reader draw a strong in- 
ference of wrongdoing on the part of the uni- 


_versity. 


“ According to my knowledge, there are 
only: two'true statements made. I refer to 
the paragraph on Eckersall, ‘ Chicago, how- 
ever, secured him,’ and in the paragraph on 
De Tray, ‘De Tray entered Chicago.’ That 
talk about Borg receiving an offer of $600 
ig pure nonsense. I do not believe he ever 
made any such remark as attributed to him.” 


“Ridiculously False’’—Goodspeed. 


Dr. T. W. Goodspeed, registrar, who. has 
followed the athletic fortunes of the maroons 
probably more closely than any other mem- 
ber of the Midway faculty, declares the 
charges are ‘ridiculously untrue.” 

* Our athletic department is clean through- 
out,”’ he said yesterday. ‘‘ I amina position 
to know what is going on, and I can state 
positively there is not a single semblance of 
taint on it. Mr. Stagg is a man of high 
honor, and 1 am proud to say the athletes; to 
a man, are a clean set of boys. 

“The substance of the article is mere 
gossip—talk heard at other institutions. It 
is all mere insinuation, there is no backbone 
to it, and no one can consider it seriously.” 

Walter Eckersall, at whom the heaviest 
dart is aimed, declared: “I can show the 
receipts for my tuition and room, paid at the 
beginning of every quarter since I have been 
in the university and the receipts for my 
board at the training table, which I have paid 
every week. The article is just a recitation 
of rumors that. have been common gossip. 
They prove nothing, and the charges made 
against me are lies. I am tired and sick of 
this notoriety, and I don’t see why somebody 
wants to hash over a lot of rumors that have 
been repeatedly denied and settled.”’ 

Sharp Denial by DeTray. 

Leo De Tray, whose father, it is asserted in 
the article, has been his manager for his ser- 
vices, states that the insinuation in regard 
to him is alte. “I have the receipts for my 
room, board, and tuition. I have paid 
them all since I came to the university. I 
was offered nothing for coming to the unlver- 
sity and the article concerning me is a lie 
from start to finish. The article says my 
father went to Northwestern and tried to get 
the athletic authorities there to give me 
board, tuition, books, and transportation; 
that Northwestern couldn’t afford itand that 
I came to Chicago because of a better offer. 
I want to say that my father did no such 
thing. He has never been in Evanston-that 
I know of, except for the game a week ago. 
The whole thing isa lie. I came to Chicago 
mainly because my mother liked the t.ui- 
versity and wanted me to come here.” 


Walter Steffen’s Statement. 

Walter Steffen denies completely the thrust 
hurled at him. “That part of the article 
concerning meg is absolutely untrue. That 
quotation supposed to be from me to Daly, 
saying Northwestern couldn’t get me be- 
cause they didn’t have money enough, is an 
absolute He. Daly used to coach us at North 
Divisicn, and, being a Northwestern man he 
talked Northwestern to me. I had letters 
from Princeton and Lafayette wanting me to 
come there, but they did not contain any 
financial or professional inducements. That 
Coach Stagg offered me Kennedy's end and 
relief from tuition is a He. I ean show my 
tuition, board, and room receipts. I never 
had a letter from W. Scott Bond and a. not 
know who he is. I am on the same basis in 
this university as any other student. and I am 
not getting help from the athletic de partment 
or trom any’alumnus or body of alumni.”’ 

More articles on the rottenness of college 
athletics in the west are forthcoming from 
the pen of Jordan, it is said. The University 
of Wisconsin is to receive the next scorching. 
Then comes Michigan. and then Minnesota. 

Jordan is ‘'just out of college,” having 
graduated from Wisconsin last June. 


Denied at Northwestern. 


The charges of Jordan against the manage- 
ment of Northwestern university athletics 
were scoffed at by Manager Frank O. Smith 
and Coach Walter McCornack. Jordan re- 
ferrrd to Smith as ‘‘a man who knows he 
is following wrong methods” and to McCor- 
nack as ‘‘ the coach who receives a bonus of 
$500 for every game won.’ 

“Of course we are following wrong meth- 
ods, as other colleges are,’ said Manager 
Smith. “I do not mean to admit by this 
we are paying athletes, as there is not a paid 
man on our squad, but all the colleges are 
going mad in the chase for victory and in 
playing the game for the public and with 
the one object of winning, rather than for 
the benefit of the men who participate. 

“As to the tmplied charges that we are 
paying men, no athlete at Northwestern ever 
received even his tuition. There have been 
cases where athletes have been given fellow- 

ships, but they have been earned by scholar- 
ship in each case. When athletes have been 
given work to do the positions have been 
bona fide and they have earned all they re- 
ceived.” 

Coach McCornack, speaking of the charge 
of his receiving a bonus, said: 

“There is nothing tn the statement. 

Neither I nor the Northwestern managers 
would do business in that way. There was 
an understanding when I began work that 
I should receive more compensation later 
if athletics proved financially successfu} 
This probably was the basis of the charge. 
I know of no paid athletes on the North- 
western squad, and I believe this university 
to be the cleanest in that respect of any of 
the western colleges.” 

Every Good Athlete a Grafter. 

Mr. Jordan in his article makes the broad 
charge that “ the campaign for men has made 
a grafter of every athlete of a. tity tn the 
west.’’ Eckersall he claims tp be “ merely 
an athletic ward of the University of Chi- 
cago, retained under her system of official] 

‘ maintenance.’

Story Circulated That Mr. Barrett Had

HOMELESS MAN’S LEGS CUT OFF 


Anton Lazinski Probably Fatally In- 
jured by Freight Train on Which 
He Was Stealing a Ride.

Lazinski, 34 years old, fell between the cars 
at Kolze, nineteen miles from Chicago, and 
his legs were cut off abové the knees.

The terrified 
workmen quit immediately and sought Town 
Marshal John Camphouse for protection 
The motive of the men who drove them from 
the building was not discovered. 

* There is no shinglers’ union to my knowl- 
edge,’ said William Sorensen, the contractor 
of the roofing of the church. ‘I believe the 
whole matter is a joke played upon us.”’ 

Marshal Camphouse of Maywood offered 
protection to the workmen, and he is search- 
ing for the men who drove away ‘the work- 
men. 


CHAMPION OF WOMEN IS DEAD. 


Lady Florence Dixie, War Correspond- 
ent, Explorer, end Sportswoman, 
Expires. 


LONDON, Nov. 7.—Lady Florence Dixte. 
the well known writer. explorer, ard cham- 
pion of woman’s rights who acted as war 
correspondent for a London paper during 
the Boer war, died today at her home, Glen 
Stuart, Annan, Dumfriesshire, Scotland. 
She was 48 years old. 

Lady Florence, who once was noted as 
England’s leading huntswoman. later cre- 
ated a sensation bv announcing that she 
never would kill another.jivirg thing. From 
that time until her death she did all in her 
power to protect birds and other animals. 
She also secured the coUperation: of Queen 
Alexandra in a campaign to step the killing 
of birds-for fashion’s sake. She learned to 
hunt in childhood, and hunted every variety 
of game in nearly every country on the 
globe. Because of her expertness with the 
‘rifle she was called ‘' Diana.”’ 

Lady Florence wrote “ The Songs of a 
Child and Other Poems.”’ under the. pseu- 
donym of “ Darling.’’ Other publications in- 
cluded ‘* Across Patagonia,” ““In the Land 
of Misfortune” (Africa), ‘‘Ijain. or the 
Evolution of a Mind.” and “Isola, or the 


Disinherited,”’ a drama.

FREDERICK J. RAPPAL SR. was strick- 
en with paralysis yesterday while at break- 
fast at his residence, 5206 South Park ave- 
nue, and died at 12:15-p. m. He had a pre- 
vious stroke of paralysis while at Los An- 
geles, Cal., last winter, but was at his cus- 
tomary duties selling cattle at the stockyards 
on Monday.

corn. Unsettled weather in Argentina was 
mentioned In connection with the advance 
abroad. With rerard to corn a private Liv- 
érpool cable read: ‘*‘Corn firm, with a bet- 
ter demand. Holdérs have more confidence, 
There is danger of a corner in December. 
This is dependent upon the volume of At- 
lantic shipments.” 

Showery weather was reported in the 
southwest, where the newly seeded wheat 
crop is in much need of moisture. North- 
west receipts were heavy, 440 cars at Min- 
neapolis and 773 cars at Duluth. Receipts 
at St. Louis were 63,000 bu, against 109 bu 
a year ago. The Kentucky state repori for 
November, as wired by C. A. King & Co. of 
Toledo, makes the condition of corn 101, 
against 105 last month. The crop last year 
was 87,000,000 bu. The wheat area sown 
this season is 98 per cent of a five year aver- 
age, aguinst 85 a year ago, when the crop 
was 9,000,000 bu. 

The range of wheat prices at outside mar- 
kets follows: 
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Small Shippers Compld¢in. 


Cash gran dealers are advocating 2 change 
in the ruies providing for the fixing of prices 
by a committee at ihe close each day as 1 
basis for bids to the country, all bids sent 
puteto be at least %c under the proces agreed 
upon by the committee. This arrangement, 
it is said, will prevent the large receiving in- 
terests, who buy from country dealersd reci, 
from overbidding the smalle> receivers, who 
handle grain on consignment and are com- 
pelled to charge a commiss.on of %c. The 
latter complain that under the present sys- 
tem it is often necessary to sacrifice commis- 
sions in order to compete with the big fei- 
iows, and consequently there can be no 
rigid adherence to the commission rule. 

A revision of the grain inspect:on ru és has 
been made by the state department and ap- 
proved by the grain inspection committee 
of the board of trade. The revision provides 
for the grading of Durum wheat as No. 1, 
2, 3, amd 4, and also for the grading of yel- 
low oats from No. 1 to 4. Red and white 
wheat growm on the Pacific coast, including 
wheat raised in the extreme northwest, of 
both winter and spring seeding, will be ad- 
mitted to inspection. It is also recommend- 
ed that No. 2 yellow corn shall include 90 
per cent of yellow grain !nstead of 75 per cent 
and No. 2 white corn 87% per cent of white 
grain instead of 75 per cent. A new- grade of 
No. 4 yellow and No. 4 white corn is pro- 
poseG. A full report will be submitted to the 
trade in a few days. 


Foreign Market Review. 

Most foreign writers on the wheat market 
predict a continuance of the big continental 
demand for wheat and flour and suggest 
thea only the most favorable cutccme of the 
Argentine crop or large supplies from this 
country can prevent an advance in prices. 
The Liverpool ‘Corn Trade News of Oct. 24. 
commenting on a general advance in values 
that week, says: 

“ The firmness is the result, no doubt. of the 
continued good demand from many conti- 
nental countries, purchases advised verter- 
day. for instance, by Belgium, Holland Ger

"many, Italy, and Spain of over 5 600 000 bu 


in the aggregate being most suggestive. 

“The continental demand is likely to keep 
up fora long timesfor even when the German 
demand is satisfied next February a French 
deman€ is quite.likely to arise. We again 
hear it claimed that Germany will be an im- 
porter of flour this season, which s€ems un- 
likely from our point of view,)but few ever 
know how things will workout when a coun- 
try enters upon the devious path of high 
protection. At present the fatherlard is 
importing wheat for consumpticn at the rate 
2.000 000 bu per week and before the erd of 
February the rate is likely to reach 4 000 009 
bu per week, which, tcgether with 4 000,000 bu 
per week for the U. K. and the usual demands 
from all the other countries of 5 200 000 bu, 
would call for weekly shirments averaging 
13,200.003 bu during the winter when cften 
supplies from nearby shippers are difficult 
to get at. In some former years the problem 
wouldé have been less difficult as there has 
generally been a large quantity afloat at ths 
time of the year, but with only scme 24 000 000 
bu on passage to Europe the help to be ex- 
pected from this source cannot be considered 
as material, Judging from our records of the 
shipments of former seasons, we shall nave 
to pass through @ period of light shipments 
during the six or eight weeks around New 
Year's day, just at a time when the German 
demand should be at its greatest height. In 
view of such a contingency the recent firm- 
ing up of the price of wheat for deferred ar- 
rival is not difficult to understand. 

“ The liberal movement In the states and 
Canada is a weighty setoff to the big con- 
tinental demand, buf as the shipments in- 
crease the firmness of American hclders may 
be expected to increase pro tanto. ard, sec- 
ing that the back of the winter wheat move- 
ment is already broken, there does not seem 
to be any reasorm for apprehending a deluge 
of wheat from that quar er, indeed. if we are 
not to get liberal shipments from North 
America during the winter, a portion of the 
Buropean demand will, not be met. As to 
the immediate course of the market a great 
deal will depend upon the conditions obtain- 
ing in Argentina during November, and in 
addition to the anxiety about the Argentine 
harvest there is still a good deal of uncer- 
tainty as to the next Indian crop.’ 


Clever Book on Speculation. 

In a little book of twenty-five pages E. W. 
Wagner has given the grain trading public 

a real treat. Its title is ~ Grain Speculation 
No ta Fine art,” and it is a clever refuta- 
tion of the booklet which originated in W all 
street entitled ‘‘Speculation a Fine Art.’ 
The Wagner view bases gram speculation on 
common sense. ‘‘Speculation is simple, 
broad common sense, applied deductively, 
for the reasoning out of chances for profit 
by buying or selling staple commodities,”’ 
he writes. He criticises the tendency to flop 
in and out of the market and points out the 
benefits of the trader’s best insurance, the 
stop loss limit on trades. Unjust criticism 
on trade is met by arguments showing how 
speculation anticipates the needs of the pub- 
lic. In a closing page he says: “ Within 
one year we have seen this speculative trade 
in the United States cause 20,000,000 bu of 
wheat to be moved 2,500 miles in a few 
weeks simply to prevent a restriction of 
trade and defeat the purpose of those whose 
only offense was the cupidity to take ad- 
vantage of a stringency of supplies.”

The Armour private car lines, driven from 
the Michigan Central road last spring be- 
cause the fruit shippers of Michigan com- 
plained of their exorbitant icing charges, now 
face the certainty of losing all Michigan 
business, gince the Erie hag purchased the 
Pére Marquette. 

During the last three or four years the 
Armour lines had been strengthening their 
position: all over the country by making 
contracts with the railroads for the exclu- 
sive use of their refrigerator cars. Having 
put the shippers iw the position that they 
could get no other cars, the Armour lines 
began boosting the refrigeration charges, 
until the charges ate up all the profits of 
the fruit growers, and sometimes caused 
them (to suffer a loss. 


Railway Uses Its Own Cars, 
Compiaint to the intersta.e comiierce com- 


| mission last spring brought response from 


the Armour lines that the commission had 
no right to interfere in their rates. But the 
commission made it so uncomfortable for 
the railroads that the Michigan Central 
abandoned its contract with tne Armour lines 
and installed a service of itsoewn. The finan- 
cial condition of the Pere Marquette, which 
was for sale at the time, did not permli 
abandoning the Armour cars, as it could noi 
build any of its own, It did, however, force 
the Armour company to reduce icing rates, 
but not low enough to meet the Michigan 
Central competition. | 

The Michigan Central made an agreement 
with the interstate commerce co:mmission 
not to charge more than $2.00 a ton for ice 
and to charge only for the actual amount o1 
ice used. The Armour lines would not agree 
to be so liberal. They made an arbitrary 
charge whether the ice was used or not. 

An official of the Erie, who formeriy was 
connecied with the Pére Marquette, said that 
the krie railroad has enough refrigerator 
cars of its own to take care of the Michigan 
fruit shipments and that the contract witi 
the Armours will not be renewed. ‘ihe Ar- 
mour company therefore will lose the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, and the Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati and Louisville, which, to- 
gether with the Pére Marquette, form the 
Great Central route, which was purchaséd by 
the Erie. 


Rate Complaints Discussed. 

The Western Trunk line freight comanit- 
tee met yesierday to consider an application 
of the Northwestern to use the Mississ.ppi 
river basis of rates to Dixon, lll. This appli- 
cation brought up the whole question of the 
gtadual removal of rates eastward, which 
have a tendency to build up small communi- 
ties to the detriment of Chicago.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 7.—[Special.}— 
The city of Chicago today presented to the 
Supreme court of the United States an appll- 
cation for leave to file a brief in the Peoria 
gas case. which was argued before the court 
last week and is now under consideration 
by the bench.. 

It involves carectly the validity of an ordi- 
nance of the city council of Peoria fixing at 
75 cents the maximum price per thousand 
cubic feet for gas furnished the city and its 
inhabitants, and was broughi io the Supreme 
court by the Peoria Gas and Electric com- 
pany on an appeal from the Circuit court of 
the United States for the northern district

Chicago Situation Is Involved.
